" ANTI-PIRACY GUARDS. 


BRITISH OFFICIALS CRITICISED. 


Who Should Pay? 


“Jn Shipping and Enginecring 
of July 26 we read:— : 

The article from the Peking 
and Tientsin Times which deals 
with the question of the cost of 
anti-piracy ‘measures on British 
ships on the China Coast, doubt- 
less expresses what most people 


think about a very contentious 
aspect of u very vexed subject. 
It is not necessary to go into de- 
tails to recall that the British 
shipping Companies on the China 
Coast—or at least those running 
out of Wong Kong — have for 
many years been the pawns and 
playthings of all sorts of Govern- 
ment officials and authorities, both 
at Hong Kong and in the United 
Kingdom; that the Compinies 
and. the officers on their ships 
were for years hampered by the 
enforcement of absurd regula- 
tions and equally) hampered by 
the non-existence of other and 
necessary ones; and that it was 
only with the provision of Bri- 
tish military and/or Naval guards 
that the piraey menace was 
brought. under reas8nably  effee- 
tive control. 
The Basic Fact. 


The basic fact of the situation 
is that British vessels running 
out Jf Hong Kong must be sup- 
plied with cflicient and reliable 
yuards to be reasonably safe from 
attack frem pirates, and to be 
more than reasonably safe in the 
event of an attyck being made. 
The British Government contends 
that any Company whose vessels 
are supplied with guards should 
provide and pay for those guards; 
the Companics, or ut least the 
China Navigation Company, hold 
the view that it is the duty of the 
authorities to supply’ the guards 
and to pay for them. The local 
Olficers’ Guilds, whosg members 
are so deeply concerned with the 
safety of the ships-on which they 
are enployed, hold, we believe, 
the opinion that xs the British 
Navy provides vessely to patral 
the waters of the China Coast it 
does all that ern be expected; 
that the financial and moral_re- 
sponsibility of the British Gov- 
ernment begins snd ends there; 
and that any additional protection 
is) a matter for the shipping 
companies, In the present in- 
stance, however, there seems no 
doubt that whatever may be thé 
composition of the guards in 
future and whoever may pay for 
them, they wil! be as reasonably 
eflicient and suited to their work 
as could be expected, and that the 
pros und cons of the dispute re- 
garding the cost is purely and 
entirely a matter for the Com- 
panies and the British authorities, 

Very Rig Issue. 

The China Navigation Company 
has brought suit in London to test 
the legality of the Government's 
attitude in imposing the cost of 
the guards on shipowners. By 
|this,. we assume, is meant the 
le of the military guards that 
have been employed on the vessels 
for the last two years; though, 
big as is that issue, the main 
issue ie bigger still, as it -vill 
probable affect the cost of all 
‘guards, whether supplied by the 
{British Army or obtained from 
any other source. The China 
Navigation Company, at any 
rate, ought to have all the’ protec- 
tlon It needs in this matter of 
piracy protection, and not one cent 
of the cost of that protection 
should be a charge on the Com- 
pany. It is registered in the 
United Kingdom, and directly and 
indirectly its operations — bring 
grist to the mill of the British 
Chancellor and assist in no small 
measure in the promotion of Bri- 
tish trade. Tha enae, . when ft 
comen for hearing, ought to be 
brought prominently to the notice 
jof the public in Great Britain, for 
jin a matter like this not only is’ 
there at atnke a lot of money, but 
4 principle that has been honour.

;Britain’s exislence—the — grent 
iprinciple of the Hritish Govern- 
pment belng responsible for the 
i protection of itn citizona and 
Jthelr property. wherever they

“Profiteering on Pirates.” 

The China Navigation Com- 
pany has served a writ on the 
Attorney General to test the 
legality of the Government's 
action in imposing a charge upov 


shipowners for ihe protection of |’ 


ships in Chinese waters, This 
action, of course, arises out of the 
decision of the British Govern- 
ment, in April of last year, to 
withdraw naval and military 
guards from Brifish merchant 
vessels on the China coast, on and 
after. April 1, 1930, a decision 
which was later modified to the 
extent of continuing to provide 
these- guards for a definitely 
limited period, subject to payment 
in full of the cost of muintaining 
them. 
when the decision to withdraw 
the regular guards was communi- 
cated to the steamship companies 
concerned, that the necessity for 
their continued ‘employment had 
censed. On the contrary, the Bri- 
tish Government itself*appears to 
have suggested. that while the 
piracy menace continued the ship- 
owners should themselves employ 
guards furnished by the Hong 
Kong Police Department. This, 
of course, had been tried before, 
and with most unsatisfactory re- 
sults, As was stated in a letter 
addressed to the Admiralty by the 
interested parties, “It cannot be 
shown that the Indian guards 
hitherto supplied:-by the Hong 
Kong Police have ever suceceded 
in stopping an attempt at piracy, 
and only in exceptional gases 
have they successfully resisted 
one. The only means yet dis- 
covered for effectually preventing 
attempts at pirncy has been the 
carriage of armed naval or mili- 
tary guards - during the last 
eighteen months.” While having 
no alternative but to accept the 
Government's decision, the signa- 
tories of the letter from which 
we have quoted urged that “‘dis- 
cipline can only be enforced if 
this new unit is placed under the 
control of the naval or military 
authorities in the Far East,” and 
only agreed to a trial of a unit 
under the control of the Hong 
Kong Police “provided that it is 
constituted as a definite anti- 
piracy unit with a C.O. and suffi- 
cient headquarters staff of Officers 
and N.C.O.'s- seconded from time 
to time frgm the Nevy or Army.” 
Russians for Hong Kong. 
Whether the British Guvernment 
has agreed to this stipulation ia not 
quite clear. The Admiralty’s reply 
was that the “suggestion as to the 
seconding ofan Officer - and Non- 
Commissioned Officers has been 
communicated to the War Office for 
detailed consideration." In May 
last it was stated In a Shanghai 
contemporary that owing to the 
British Government's refusal to 
furnigh regular guards, certain 
shipping companies in Hong Kong 
had. decided to organise thelr own 
guards, and were recruiting Rua- 
sinns for the purpose. This force 
was to be limited to fifty, of whom 
26 were to be selected by the Hong 
Kong Police Superintendent from a 
batch of sixty applicants, The men 
would be supplied with a special 
uniform, und with British standard 
rifles, and would’ have to sign con- 
tracts to serve ns servanta of the 
Britiah Government. Selected men, 
trained as under-oficors, would be 
paid $76 per month, and ordinary 
guards $650.per month, in addition 
to free board when on duty on a 
ship. It is not o satisfactory 
arrangement, though ft ds, perhaps, 
an improvement on the old system 
of Indian guards, who wero regard- 
ed with §ll-concealed distrust by the 
Captains and officera under whom 
they‘sorved. It {5 reported that the 
first batch of these now White 
Russlaa guards will be placed on 
duty thls month. It ds an experi- 
ment which {a attended witli con- 
alderablo risk. For White Ruralans 
are under Chinoso jurisdiction whon 
in n Chinere port, and ft in by no 
means improbnblo that if they por- 
form thelr duties officiontly thera 
will be attempts to take raprianis 
upan them, when thoy como ashore.

Police Charge a Crowd 
with Lathis. 


LEADERS SURRENDER. 
Bombay, Yesterday. 

The Police, under the threat 
that they would arrest the lend- 
ers, requested Vallabhai Patel to 
disperse the procession. Patel, 
Malaviya, Jairamdas Doulatram 
(Editor of Young Indla), and 
three others thereon offered 
themselves for arrest. 

After this, the crowd dispersed, 
with. the exception of two or 
three hundred pf the vanguard, 
whom the Polico seattered by a 
lath! charge. A hundred persona 
were Injured.and arrested. They 
will be charged with being 
members of an tnlawful assem- 
bly, The procession was in 
memory of the Nationalist leader, 
Tilak, who died in 1920.

FATE OF CHANGSHA 


City Still in Hands of 
the “Reds.” 


_ RECAPTURE DENIED. 


Communist Forces Now Said To 
Be Marching On Hankow. 


Shanghai, Last Night. 

Reports from foreign. sources 
in Changsha on Friday at mid. 
night state that the City is still 
in the hands of Communists, thus 
disproving the Navy Ministry's 
announcement of the City's re- 
capture by ‘the gunboat Yung- 
sheng. ; 

‘Marek: on Hankow. : 

’ Peking, Later. 
-It is understood that Com- 
munists in Changsha have separ- 
ated. “Part are said to be march- 
ing on Hankow, from where, how: 
ever, they were still 168 miles 
yesterday. Others are uttacking 
towns to the west and south of 
Changsha. Others are attempt- 


ing to reach Kiengsi, in order to 


link .up. with the Communists

Buildings Destroyed. 
Henkow, Friday. 

A naval radio intimates that 
the Communists are ready to eva- 
cunte Changsha. k : 

Investigations up to July 30 
reveal that besides the destruc- 
tion of all large buildings and the 
kidnapping of: over. 300 wealthy 
persons, there were 30 persons 
killed by the Communists. . The 
Reds have demanded $700,000 
from the General Chamber of 
Commerce and two months’ house 
rent from the inhabitants. 

Armies Attack Kweilin. 

The 8th Route Army have 
launched the attuck on Kweilin in 
two directions, with General Yu 
Hon-mou to be responsible for the 


Jieft flank and General Wong Yam- 


wam for the right flank, 

General Yu hus advanced since 
July 30 as far as Taihuchum, a 
distance of seven lis from Kweilin 
city, while General Wong, who 
reached Lutong on July 31, is now 
pushing toward: Liangfeng and 
Huisen, near Kweilin. 

A wire received from the Field 
H.Q. of General Wong, states 
that . his independent brigades 


and the 59th division are now at-' 


tacking Kweilin, with the 63rd 
division acting as reserve, and 
that the main body of the rebels 
are now stationed in the Yungfu 
district, 20 miles from Kweilin 


leaving only a small portion to 
guard Kweilin. : 


A Forward Move. - 


According to the reconnaisanco 
of the Cantonese ’plancs, the 8th 
Route Army entered Kweilin city 
on July 31, with little resistance 
offered by the insurgents; this re- 
port, however, is not officially con- 
firmed. 

The Wuchow Fiel¢ H.Q., was the 
recipient of a wire from General 
Lui | Ting-hsiang, stating that 
the loyal troops under General 
Luli, who occupied Liangfeng on 
July 26, are now advancing, with 
Kweillin as the objective. 
Nanning Besieged. 


Nanning, the capital of 
Kwangsl, is now besieged by tht 
8th Route Army and the 10th 
Route Army. The  insurgente 
under Wai Yung-chung and Lu 
Fu-hsiang, who are defending the 
city, are likely to withdraw to 
Liuchow, via Penyang. — Canton 
News Agency.

A capital fourth wicket partner- 
ship between ‘R. H. Priestley and 
J.E. L. Wright, who put on 91 runs 
in an hour and thirty five minutés, 
avoided an innings defeat. Priest- 
ley, who had gone in first, played 
correct cricket,'and was unlucky to 
miss hls half century by 2.

lunch time Winchester stil] wanted

Shamrock Wins On The Clyde. . 

The weather on the Clyde on 
June 30 underwent o complete 
change. The stormy, cold atmos- 
phere gave place to light breezes, 
calms, and summer warmth. 

The King of Spain arrived at 
Gourock .in the morning, and Sir 
Thomas Lipton went over to mect 
him with his steam yacht Erin. The 
King then sailed the race in Sham- 
rock. 

The wind was light, and it was 
more or less a turn to windward 
from Huntersquay to the southern- 
most mark boat between Wemyss 
Bay and Largs, next a brord 
reach across to Toward, Point, off 
Rothesay Bay, then a run up the 
Firth of Clyde to, Roseneath, and 
finally two close-hauled tacks back 
to Huntersquay, 

Here, owing to the light wind, 
the race was.stopped at the end of 
the first round. Cnombrin and 
White Heather were over the start- 
ing ling too soon, and were recall- 
ed. Lulworth, on the port tack, 
nearly had an accident with White 
Heather, which was on the star- 
board tuck. In consequence of this 
Lulworth retired from the race. 

In beating down the Clyde Sham- 
rock obtained a lead of about five 
minutes. White Heather was 
second, and Cambria close astern. 
When, running up the estuary, 
Cambria Sed for a while, and White 
Heather also passed Shamrock, the 
eup challenger was very lively in 
the light airs, nnd repassed her 
opponents at Roseneath. Sham- 
rock wns 50 seconds nhend of White 
Heather, ond about three minutes 
ahead.of Cambrian. . 

At this part of the course tho 
wind beename very changenbie, and 
a calm set in over most of the Firth. 
Cambria was caught in the calm, 
and remained for nearly two hours 
without making a quarter of a mile. 
Shamrock. and White Heather, 
however, ‘kept the breeze, and the 
challenger won the race -by about 
800 yards. 

It was a good light-weather per- 
formance, for at one poriod Sham- 
rock was quite half a mile astern 
of the other yachts, but In the heat 
of the day the whole Clyde course 
was extraordinarily fluky.

28-motre Shamrock on the Solent 
about two years ago, It will be re- 
membered that Shamrock broke her 
topmast whon sho was rolling In 
the wash of an Atlantle Hner.

The 
game is played every night in the 
newly built Auditorium and a con- 
siderable amount of gambling takes 
place. There are also matinces on 
Saturdays and Sundays, As a mat- 
ter of fact the game ig very 
fascinating and appurently has'come 
to stay. Greyhound racing may be 
seen four nights a woeck in spite of 
much protest on the part of the 
Chinese and the courses are packed 
on all occaslons. : 

During 1929 there were some- 
thing’ Hike 66 pony race meetings 
and. thia year the programme calls 
for about the same number—dis- 
tributed, of course, over the three 
courses. In addition there is motor 
eycle dirt track racing which has 
met with some success but which 
has been handicapped by the heavy 
rains.

Tho Visitor in Shanghat. 


To the visitor, Shanghal offers a 
night life second to none and com- 
parable with anything encountered 
in the world, One, if one so .de- 
sires, reed never go to bed for the 
customary period. Thero is al- 
ways somewhere to go and statis- 
ties show that the bulk of the 
money spent in Shanghai's cabarets 
comes out of the purse of visitors. 
The visitor will alsa be able to 
share with the resident the appall- 
ing and nerve-racking nolses in the 
streets of Shanghai, the existence 
of which hag just beew brought to 
the notice of the city fathers after 
almost a year of continuous corres. 
pondence In the press. ‘Really and 
truly the noise in Shanghai is 
romething frightful.

It rushes through the Legislative Council a Vote for $6,000 
for Central British School in Kowloon. At the present moment

It is proposed’ to have a brand new Central British School in 1933. 
Very well! Why spend $1,400 now on alterations for housewifery 
classes? Who cares the proverbial tinker’s dam whether house- 
wifery classes, at a cost of $1,400 Are provided two or three short 
years hence? Who ¢ares whether increased class rooms (including 
furniture—at the present high cost of goods generally) is to cost 
$2,500? Who carey whether new lavatories (even including, all fit- 
tings) are to cost a cool thousand dollars? Will the Central British 
School have to close its doors if the sum of $6,000 is not forthcom- 
ing forthwith? It haa gone for so many years without the altera- 
tions for housewifery classes, without the jrcreased class rooms, 
without the additional lavatories (including alt fittings) that, it can 
well be expected, in this time of crisis, to forgo that additional ex- 
penditure in view of the fact that a brand new School will me com- 
pleted in 1933. 

It is a mere excuse to assert that the Education Board—the 
“blue-eyed darling” of Sir Cecil Clementi—-whith {a permitted for 
some unoccult reason to hold its proceedings behind closed doors, 
as if afraid of the light of day—recommends the expenditure very 
strongly.

of the wild ones: might bo of inter-

Mollotus cochinchinensis, a amall 
tree with lefves shaped somowhat 
Uke small) ivy leaves. ‘The young 
Teaves at the tips of the branches aro 
palo brown and are covered with 
vory fino hairs, the under surfaces 
of the’ maturo leaves are sometimes 
brown but more frequently whitish, 
A treo of this genus can be spotted 
yat_n considerable distance,—espec- 
jally if there 3 a slight breeze 
blowing, by these two characteris. 
tics alono. This species is extremely 
abundant on either side of the tram- 
The flowers ara Insignificant, 
male and femnle being borne on 
‘separate Inflorescences, but the 
pendulous inflorescences, often of a 
ercam colour, resemble catkins and 
are quite distinctive, The chief 
Interest ls that the seeds, (black In 
colour and enclosed In an angular, 
hairy capsule), are greedily eaten 
by ‘a number of kinds of birds, 
Birds are Increasing on the {sland 
both in number of individuals and 


in varlety of apecles and those who. 


wish this process to continue should 
at lease be conversant with some,of 
the trees which supply the birds 
with food. 
one redeeming feature, the frults 
are caten (and the socds scattered) 
by bulbula. 

Rhodomyrtua tonseittosa, has: naw

The most astonishing thing about 
China js our ignorance of it, China 
made contact: with the West In the 
earlier days of Byzantine Empire; 
the select royal breed of Pekingese 
dows, diffused throughout a vulgar 
world, after the destruction of the 
Suminen Palace, wore vd to be the 
deseendants of a pair of spaniels 
acnt to the Kmpress of China by the 
Empress Theodora, consort — of 
Justinian, Nestorian Christlans 
found thelr way to China, where a 
“monument” of them exists. Italian 
explorers and French Jesuit mise 
sionaties - travelled’ extensively in 
Cathay, Father Ifue's fourneyings 
were notable, and frequently ciled. 

Treaty Ports. 

By the time of Pope. Montesquieu, 
Voltaire, and’Goldsmith, China, was 
“the fashion" In Parts and ‘London. 
Chinesa tea was drunk from Chinese 
procelain. Chinese silk’ was worn, 
“chinolgerfes” appeared among the 
ornaments of the houses of the 
wealthy. There way much talk of 
Lao-tse and Confucius. * China, the 
Bupposed home of all the virtues 
that had vanished in Enrope, was 
“made: the scene oof —tendenclous 
“tales” reflecting upon the morals 
pod manners of France ound [ngs 
land. ‘ 

Ver$ little was known about the 
‘reat’ Ching but it dooked us if the 
country woud be opened up. As 
trade increased, however, , China 
becime more and more suspicious of 
foreigners, Treaty ports and extra- 
territoriality had the effect of 
elarcuts ping mutual ignoranee. The 
Chinese in the interior traded with 
Chines: in the ports, who traded 
with the European merchants, who 
for the most part wee complacently 
unaware of what went on beyond 
the boundaries’ of Choir settlements, 
Tt was only after the Hoser rising. 
and the foreign o¢supution of 
Peking, that any Jight was thrown 
upon actual conditions in the coun- 
try; and the subsequent troubles 
have had the effect of closing up the 
country more completely thiwmn ever. 

The real mystery of China ts her 
politica) inchaoleneas, a cote 
dition elsewhere unparalleled, 
It fs connected with — her 
general wnprogressiveness, ‘There 
are indications that her older 
“and more progressive civilization 
was largely maritime; and, in’ the 
valleys of the south-centre and 
south, there must have existed 
communities with a secial frame:

Uniformity was deliberately sye- 
tematlaed’ by the Manchu rulers. 
The hereditary © principla was 
nboliahed; succession = to the 
throne was. by arvitiuary choles 
of the Emperor, or + by Ine 
frigue and murder. Below 
the Emperor, there was na 
adventitious rank of any kind. The 
country ‘was ruled through .man- 
-daring, who might ba the sons of 
peasants or labourers, aud who were 
chosen by oa rystem = of, Ifter- 
ay examination which one 
thelr ignorance of — mill- 
dary atfadra or indead of 
anything practied, The army were 
hired ruffians, MMterate, and thore- 
tor incligible for civil posts of 
uy kind, . 

Whav monarchs 
vaguely outtampled, the Manchus 
successfully accomplished, ‘They 
made the country inorganic apart 
from thei own direct: will and 
rule, . 

The Snorganie tradition persists, 
and it explains why China finds It 
so hard to establish a government, 
Her citizens cannot beeome goldiers, 
nor her suldicrs citizens, She has 
still to develop citizenship, dn taet. 

The situation ts all the stranger 
in'wiew of the virility and Industry 
of the people, thely racial homo- 
sencousness, and the very high 
standard of private conduet still to 
be found among them. The old 
cude of private morals among the 
educated clasaes in) China — her 
“natural avistocracy’—was us near 
as possible perfect. 

Private diaries of the 17th cen- 
tury, written often under the 
shadow of misfortune and a cruel 
death, show, a serene fortitude, o 
benevoient and even cheerful 
stofcism, that can seareely be match. 
ed In the annals of Christendom. 
Those people were “perfect gentle- 
men.” They had a basie — affinity 
with the Quakers. 

Fascism? 

Sut they were merely “sufferers.” 
Their virtues were entirely’ indivi 
dual, with no politleal or ‘social 
reaction, There must be many 
people of the sume kind in China 
to-day. 

In a wedding-group photograph 
which friends of mine had received 
from China, there were three young 
women of strikingly fine physique, 
handsomeness, and, evidently, ehar- 
acter and intelligence, They were, 
[was informed, daughters of a 
British official who had married a 
Chinese Jady, The “cross! had been 
4 brilliant success, It has often 
occurred to me since that if inter- 
marriayes “of this kind had been 
frequent, there might have emerged 
a vigorous “mongrel? caste which 
would have broken the political in- 
hibitlons of China and taken charge. 

But that solution is more than 
ever out of the question. The gulf 
between Chinese and Europeans— 
though not between China and 
Europe—has widened. The Chinese 
people have made up their mind on 
one thing: “China for the Chinese.” 
Also, they have declined, without 
thanks, the offor of a working modet 
of Ruasian Sovietism. 

How long will ‘it be ere their 
effective will passes from the phase 
of expulsion and negation to that of 
construction? No one can tell, But 
I hazard. a prediction thnt China 
will find temporary solution in 
something like Fascism.

Plans for a Police Training 
Colley: ‘or University are well ad- 
vanced, and a site in the north-west 
district of London has been selected. 

The institution sill be for the 
henefit of all the forces of the coun. 
try, for itis considered jtesirable 
that detectives attashed to provine 
cal forces, many of them brilliant 
men, should have equal faeilities 
with their colleagues of Seotlantd 
Yard in studytne the latest: seienti- 
fic methods of erime detection. 

The proposed training centre will 
be equipped with researeh labora. 
tories, and will have on its stat the 
foremost experts of the day. in all 
matters pertaining to crime detec. 
tion, There will be lecturers ,in 
pathology, psychology, — Lorensie 
medicine, and demonstrators in the 
Ncience of finger-printy and detee- 
tive photography and migroscopy. 

Arrangements will probably be 
made with the Continental polive 
forces, notably those of France, 
Austria, and Germany, to exchange 
lecturers so that there may be a 
general understanding and apprecia:

Crude rubber is received at the 
factory tn the form of large bales 
or cases, each weighing about, 225 
pounds, Sixty-nine operations are 
necessary even before the .crude 
rubber is ready for chemical treat- 
ment, 58 steps being required sim- 
ply ta unload the raw material and 
open the cases, . 
“The preparation of a strong, 
weur-resisting tread that will give 
satisfaction under all kinds of ad- 
verse riding conditions accounts 
cor nearly half of the 1687 opera. 
tions,” continued Mr. Getz. “Driv- 
ing conditions have changed great- 
ly within the last few years nad 818 
distinct process are involved to in- 
sure a trend which will meet the 
exacting demands of car owners 
to-day.” 
These figures, it was pointed out, 
apply only to passenger car casings. 
Truck tyres must be built to carry 
far heavicr londs,’so that sturdier 
construction and more operations 
are necessary, 


TRAFFIC EVILS. 


Dangers to Life and 
Business. 


Washington, June 9. 
Ur. Julius Klein, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce, calls attention 
to-day to the “robots on wheels,” 
with their terrific toll of Iifé and 
injury, and to the menace confront.

“DAZZLE” PROBLEMS. 


Recommendations of 
the R.A.C, 


A DETAILED STUDY. 


At the request of the Minlatry 
of Transport, the Royal’ Auto- 
mobile: Club has) prepared a 
memorandum on the question of 
dazzle from the lamps of motor 
vehicles, setting out the club's 
views ‘as to the best methods of 
prevention, In view of the great 
importance of this matter and the 
possibility of rexulations denling 
with it, the club has obtained the 
permission ‘of the Ministry of 
Transports to publish the

If this be accepted, the 
only alternative remaining vis the 
method of removing temporarily 
from ‘the oncoming, driver's eyes 
the offending beam which at other 
times it is necessary to have fon 


safe driving, This temporary re-}' 


moval can be ‘effected: either by 
cutting off the rays above a cer- 


-{tain height or by “dipping” the 


Jamp, or its reflector, so that the 

axis of the main,beam is depress- 

ed below the level of, or turned 

away from, the eyes of. the on- 
coming driver. . 
A Specific Condition. 

In the first report of the Royal 


Commission on Transport it is}. 


recommended: that the dipping’ of 
headlamps is “the best method of 
meeting the ‘4dfficulty.”

It is clear that any regulations 
will have to detine, either speci- 
fiedlly or by implication, the 
nature of a, headlight. The ques- 
tion of dazzle cannot be divorced 
from side or “navigation” lamps 
and “spot” lights. | There has 
been a ‘growing tendency in re- 
cent years for navigation lamps 
fitted to certain types of cars to 
become more and.more brilliant, 
Ole of the offenders in this direc- 
tion is the Jarge car with side- 
lights at a high level and of un- 
necessarily large size. The club 
suggests therefore that any regu- 
lations should avoid the use of the 
word “headlight,” It is suggested 
that the dazzle regulations should 
be made applicnble to all lamps 
using a bulb exceeding a maxi- 
mum number of watts. Tho 
power of the bulbs used in all 
lamps which are not capable of 
being ‘dipped’ should not exceed 
that of the British Automobile 
Standard bulbs Nos. 9 and 10, 
taking approximately 6 watts. 

The committee further thinks 
that tho limitation of candle power 
could usefully be carried further, 
and that tho yse.of any bulb hav- 
ing a power greater than that of 
bulb No, 4 B.A.S. should be pro-

POLICE TRAGEDY. 
Hearing Wixed for 
Friday. 


JURY EMPANELLED, 


My. R. EB. Lindsell, the’ First 
Magistrate, empanelled a Speelal 
Jury at the Central Magistracy at 
12.30 p.m. yesterday, to enquire 
into the tragedy at Lok Ma Chau, 
In which Mrs. Dora Winifred 
Madgwick, Chajjn Singh, 
Dalip Singh, lost thelr lives, on 
July 21. . 

Messrs. A. L. Shields, A. G. 
Coppin, and C. A. da Roza were 
ballotted to compuse the Special 
Jory, with Mr. Shields acting as 
foreman. 

Mr. Lindsell, addressing ihe 
jury, said that the purpose of the 
enquiry was to investigate the 
trayedy at Lok Ma Chan, — The 
primary function would be to as- 
certain the exact circumstances 
in which three persons had lost 
their lives. I would further be 
withon the provinee of the jury to 
determine whether any precru- 
tions had been taken by, the Police 
Station (o prevent the 
tragedy, nnd secondly whether 
any action could have been taken 
by the Police at the Station. 

The jury, addud Mr. Lindsell, 
would be empowered to make any 
recommendations in the matter 
that they thought fit. 

Mr. Lindsell added: I em- 
panelled you at this hour be- 
cause 1 wished to make arrange- 
ments to take you out to visit 
the scene one day next week. 

Wednesday Next. 

His Worship then suggested 
thet Wednesday afternoon might 
be convenient to the jury to visit 
‘the Station, and it was later ar- 
ranged that they should mect at 
3.30 on that date, 

In answer to question by His 
‘Worship, the-Feremun of the 
Jury said that the jury would find 
their own way out to the Station. 

His Worship agreed, and fixed 
Friday next, August 8, for the 
first hearing of evidence.

This, it is understood, Includes, not 
only the ordinary Service pay and 
allowances of Officers, N.C.0.’s and 
men, but also the “non-cffeetive” 
charges of 6/6 per day per Officer, 
and from 8d to 2/- per day per man, 
and, of course, board and lodging 
while on duty. In other words the 
British Government {8 profiteering 
at the expense of the Company, It 
docs not employ a single extra 
OMecer or man because of pirncy 
dutles; the full .charges of the 
establishment are Included ‘in the 
Army estimates. Yet.the Army. is 
pald twice over becuse some of ‘Its 
personnel aro employed in plracy 
prevention. . 

Constitutional Tasue. 
, The Government's action appears 
to raise a serlous constitutional 
fasue. One could underntand, per- 
haps, # decision that any oxtra cont 
arising: in conavquenca of the em- 
ployment of military yunrds on 
Britlsh shipping, should be borne by 
tho ship-ownérs.

Detective-Inspector C, P. Fallon, 
stated that defendant had a $500 
share in the business. ° He came 
back to Hong Kong on Thursday 
Jost and the next morning he voltmn- 
tarily gave himself up to his mas- 
ter. Defendant was a partner, but 
in addition was accountant and, as 
shroff, had charge of all the moncy 
in the safe. - ay ts 

The Magistrate here pointed out 
to Inspector Fallon that if defend- 
ant was a partner {t would bo frau- 
dulent conversion, but if he 
was a servant then ft would be em- 
bezzling. He would aller the 
charge to the former, 

A Sad Case, 

The master of the victimised 
firm, stated that defendant had a 
$600 share, and was no salesman 
looking after the firm's money. 
The fuct that there was so much 
was because if was the fifth day 
of the fifth moon and that was the 
day when all customers paid up 
thelr accounts, 

The Magistrate remarked that it 
was a lot of money to take, and he 
supposed that none of the sum was 
recovered, 

Defendant said that the money 
had accumulated by ‘his monthly 
embezzlements for the tnt eight or 
nine years, “ 

His Worship pussed sentence of 
six months’ hard labour, and after 
reading defendant's statement said 
that it was a rather sad case.

IN EXILE. 


British Men Who Hate 
Civilisation. 


The world {8 full of pesalmia- 
the pumphieteers against civilisa- 
tion, writes Mr, Willfam J. Makin 
in’ Chambera’s Journal, These 
pdimphleteera,, howeven rarely 
poasess the. courage of thelr-con- 
Vietions.« They will revel in the 
luxuries of tha. age, while decry. 
ing its deendenee, Like M. 
Anatole France, they will be com 
fortable in allppors and dressing- 
‘yown, and, before switching off 
the electric Heht, will voneluds 
their outline of history with a 
pleture of the Inst man huddling 
for warmth In another Ice Agu 
at tho bottom of a pit. 

Contempt for civilisntion js 
too often, only expressed fn ‘art. 
Scattered about the world; how- 
ever, are a few cholee spirits who 
express thair contempt in lonely 
exile. Ferhaps‘the most drama. 
tle example was Gauguin, tho 
French painter, who began life 
as a business man and ended as 
a leper in the South Sens. His 
life provided Mr. Somerset 
Maugham with the finest of hia 
novels—"The Moon and Sixpence.” 
These ‘revoltes have had to slink 
farther and farther into bush ani 
jungle to escape civilisation, The 
advance sign of the empty petrol] 
tin is. now to be found in the 
sands of the desert. 

Africa has provided a sanc- 
tuary to many of those men who 
hate civilisation, Some of them, 
one must admit, are merely. re- 
fugees from scandal; others are 
white men who have retrogressed 
té the level of life in the bush 
and “yone native.” It ‘is fatally 
casy in Afrien to, slip into native 
ways, much easier than fighting 


for that myth we call civilisation. 
_A Victorlan Gentleman, 

“T recall an occasion when, hav- 
ing crossed the Kalahari, our ex- 
pedition was ‘approaching — the 
western edge of this sen of sand 
scrub. We suddenly came acroas 
a lonely mud-and-grass house, 
around which swarmed Bushmen 
and a few cows. <A white man. 
dreseed in the meticulous atyle of 
a Victorian gentleman, came out 
of this hut to meet us. His lony 
grey locks fell acrosa a Dieken- 
sian type of collar, but his cravat 
was tled with care. The extra- 
ordinary excitement that our ap- 
penrance must have caused hir 
was hidden behind a courteous 
and restrained greeting, 

He was rendy cnough to give 
us directions a3 to our route, bu 
curbed our curlosity regarding 
himself, “You seem to he very 
curfous and inquisitive.” he sald 
to one of our party, who asked 
him why he Hved in such a lone- 
ly and forsaken spot. We did, 
however, discover that he had 
once been a schoolmaster, that he 
hud contributed articles to the 
“Round Table.” and that he spent 
most of his time scribbling notes 
to add to a pile. of manuscript 
hidden away in ao hut. He lived 
chiefly on milk, supplied by the 
few cows. If the Bushmen were 
lucky enough to kill some game, 
he condescended to accept a Little. 


Turned “Native.” 

Thin exile possessed a gon and 
a daughter. Tho daughter, a gir) 
of sixteen, poked her head out of 
the hut at our approach, and ‘then 
hurriediy hid herself. Durinyr 
our conversation with her fathor 
curfosity compelled her to poap 
from the doorway again, but 6nee 
any ayes were turned In her direc- 
{ion she fled into the obscurity 
of the hut. The son, we gather- 
ed, waa living like a aative in a 
hut near by. He was almost nak- 
ed. and went with the Bushmen 
on thelr hunting exoad{tions, He 
wna Aa adept with bow and pol- 
coned arrow as nny native, and 
could follow oa spoor ’ with un- 
canny assurance for miles. Hin 
{anther regretted that all attempts 
i clothe the young ‘man had fnil- 
ad. 

We enmped: within a milo of 
this hut. In the avening a 
fiendish din, shrieks, the clapping 
of hands, and the round of n tom- 
tom, drow usa towards the hut. 
We found the old man, divestad 
of © good many of hia elothea, Iie 
non, and ona number’ of naked 
Bushmen, Indulging In a wild 
dance round a fire, Ocenalonally. 
with a foud shriek. one of the 
Buahmen would fling himeetf Into 
the blaze and lenp forth nynin. 
Tt was a macabre alght for clvilin- 
ed oyes.
